Gentlemen, 

I have  the  hoiioni-  to  present  to  yon  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  Denton  for  the  year  1920. 

In  most  respects  I think  your  town  will  compare  favour- 
ably with  other  industrial  towns  with  a like  population. 

The  birth-rate  is  the  highest  recorded  since  1911,  when 
it  was  22-7. 

The  marriage-i-ate  (at  appointed  places  in  the  district)  is 
the  highest  on  record. 

The  general  death-rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for 
the  district ; it  is  also  10  below  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  death-rate,  however,  is  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year,  but  it  is  below  the  ten  years  average  (17 
deaths  out  of  a total  of  36  occurred  before  the  child  was 
four  weeks  old,  the  majority  of  these  were  due  to  congenital 
debility,  malformation,  and  premature  birth). 

Respiratory  diseases  account  for  over  18  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  smoke  nuisance  should  receive  more  attention. 

Smoke  emitted  in  volume  from  factory  chimneys 
pollutes  the  atmosphere,  irritates  the  sensitive  lining  of  the 
air  passages  and  renders  the  lungs  susceptible  to  the  more 
acute  diseases. 

Phthisis  still  claims  a high  toll. 

The  disease  being  most  insidious  in  its  onset,  patients 
often  seek  medical  advice  when  the  disease  is  too  advanced 
for  any  known  form  of  treatment  to  do  more  than  give 
temporary  relief. 
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Patients  sent  to  Sanatoi'ia  in  many  cases  improve  luuler 
open-air  and  liealtli}'  surroundings,  but  on  return  to  the  old 
surroundings  the  disease  becomes  active  and  runs  its  course 
in  a year  or  two.  An  After-Care  Committee  miglit  do  much 
for  these  incurables,  in  finding  nouiishment  and  suitable 
housing  accommodation,  but  colonization  is  the  best  method 
of  dealing  with  such  cases.  A number  of  these  cases  are 
discharged  from  Sanatoria  (with  sputum  positive),  a menace 
to  the  other  members  of  their  family  and  to  the  public 
generally. 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  the  hatting 
trade  was  l)ad,  and  there  has  been  considerable  unemploy- 
ment in  the  district. 

High  cost  of  labour  and  material  has  stood  in  the  waj' 
of  w.c.  conversions,  nevertheless  notable  progress  has  been 
made. 

For  the  same  reasons  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
erection  of  working-class  houses  has  been  postponed. 

I am  pleased  to  say  the  Council  has  now  purchased  a 
Steam  Disinfector  ; it  onlj’^  awaits  fixing. 

Better  facilities  foi-  the  detection  of  unsound  and  diseased 
meat  should  be  afforded  5'our  Inspector  of  meat  and  foods. 
This  is  impossible  under  the  present  method  of  slaughtering 
in  ten  separate  slaughter-houses. 

Maternity  and  Chihl  Welfare  Work  has  done  much 
good  in  the  ilistrict,  but  coidd  do  much  more  if  larger  and 
more  convenient  premises  could  be  acquired.

The  Denton  Urban  District  lies  in  the  South-Eastern 
corner  of  Lancashire,  on  the  borders  of  Cheshire.  It  is 
bounded  on  the  nortli  by  Audenshaw  Urban  District  and 
the  Gorton  District  of  Manchester  ; on  the  east  by  the 
Borough  of  Hyde;  on  the  south  by  the  Bredbury  and 
Romiley  Urban  District  and  the  County  Borough  of  Stock- 
port  ; the  Reddish  District  of  the  latter  Borough  adjoins  it 
on  the  west.

There  are  4|-  miles  of  main  roads  in  the  district,  about 
6f  miles  of  other  b.ighways  repairable  by  the  District  Council, 
as  welt  as  over  Ilf  miles  of  uncompleted  streets  and  other 
roads  not  repaired  by  the  Council.  Houses  in  the  district 
are  mostly  four  and  six  room  type,  built  along  foui-  main 
highways,  viz.  : the  Hyde,  Manchester,  Stockport  and  Ashton 
Roads,  which  intersect  at  right  angles  near  the  middle  of  the 
district.  Most  of  the  land  in  the  rest  of  Denton  is  not  yet 
built  upon. 


The  surface  formation  of  the  district  is  clay,  overlying 
the  coal  measures. 
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Industries  in  the  District, 

The  priiici})al  industries  are  Felt  and  Silk  TIat  Making. 
There  are  20  hat  factories,  11  factories  concerned  mainly 
with  processes  incidental  to  hat  making,  5 Machinists  and 
Ironfonmlers,  1 Ohemieal  Works,  1 ka})er  Mill,  I Cotton 
Spinning  Mill,  a Colliery,  a Brickworks,  and  an  Electric 
Lamp  and  Accumulator  Works.  (Hatting,  with  its  allied 
industries  finds  employment  for  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
working  population  of  the  disti  ict.)  For  the  first  nine  months 
of  the  year  trade  was  good,  but  during  the  latter  three  months 
the  majority  of  the  factories  have  been  working  halftime,  or 
less  than  halftime,  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  much 
unemploytnent  in  the  district. 

Hangeroiis  Occupations : 'J'here  are  in  the  district  a 
Chemical  Works  and  an  Electric  Lamp  and  Accumulatoi- 
Works.  No  case  of  leati  or  other  poisoning  has  come  to  my 
notice  from  either  works. 

Factoi-ies  and  workshops  in  the  district  are  on  the  whole 
v(-ry  satisfactorj',  and  the  health  of  the  workpeople  is  wtdl 
Citred  for.

Dui-ing  the  war  the  death  tate  and  birth  rate  were  reck- 
oned on  two  distinct  populations,  but  during  the  year  under 
review  the  Kegistrar-Geueral  considers  that  demobilisation 
has  reached  a stage  when  the  distinction  between  birth  rate 
and  death  rate  populations  might  in  general  be  discontinued. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  204. 

The  deaths  of  males  ( 1 05)  exceed  those  of  females  (99) 
by  six.

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Without  the  ex[)eiitUtui’e  of  considerable  time  uud 
trouble  it  is  not  possible  to  inform  you  of  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  the  foregoing  in  the  hospital  and  institution, 
because  we  should  have  to  ascertain  for  each  individual  the 
number  of  daj^s  he  was  maintained  and  then  reckon  at  the 
current  flat  rate  of  39/9  for  the  liospital  and  32/2  for  the 
institution.  Moreover,  an  individual  may,  and  often  is,  in- 
cluded in  the  figures  of  all  the  three  departments.  Nor  are 
we  able  to  give  you  the  numbers  maintained  in  the  county 
asylums  and  the  cost  thereof  for  the  afoi-esaid  reason.

There  were  nineteen  deaths  of  residents  of  Denton  in 
the  Union  Hospital. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  extent  to  which  hospital 
and  other  forms  of  gratuitous  medical  i-elief  are  utilised. 

Twenty-five  deaths  wete  transferreil  from  voiuntarily- 
aidetl  hospitals  outside  the  district. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District 
Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  water 
mains  of  the  Manchester  Corporation.  The  supply  is  un- 
lijiiited  in  amount  and  of  good  quality. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

With  the  exception  of  a small  number  of  houses  situated 
in  the  low-lying  poidion  of  the  district  which  drain  into  the 
River  Tame  no  known  pollution  exists.  At  the  present  time, 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  house  accommodation,  it  is  not 
thought  desirable  to  proceed  further  with  this  matter. 
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Sewerag’e 

'I’liH  sewage  is  selLle-i  in  laiiks,  the  settlement  being 
iiHsisteil  by  tlu'  addition  of  j)ieci])itants. 

The  sludge  is  air  dried  ill  lagoons,  and  taken  ami  used 
by  farmers  as  manure. 

An  ai’ea  of  e.xisting  contact  beds  has  been  converted  into 
percolating  filters,  together  with  renewal  of  the  filtering 
media.  Further  necessaay  filtei-  e.xteiisions  are  still  suspended 
owing  to  risk  of  subsidence  of  the  only  available  site  for 
same  due  to  mining. 

Experiments  to  test  the  adaj)(al)ility  of  tlie  “Activated 
ISludge  Process”  of  Sewage  Purification  are  in  progress. 

Drainagfe 

The  district  on  the  whole  is  well  diainetl  :ind  is  on  the 
l)!irtially  sejiarate  system.  With  the  e.\cei»tion  of  a few  houses 
which  I have  just  mentioneii  under  the  heading  “ Rivers 
and  Streams”  (about  twenty),  all  other  houses  in  the  district 
are  connected  with  the  Council’s  sewers.

Scaveng'ing’  and  Removal  of  House  Refuse 

This  woi'k  is  carried  out  satisfactoiily  by  the  Sanitai-y 
Anthoi  it.y. 

Privy  uiiddeus  are  emptied  I'.eriodically,  and  as  the 
occasion  may  require,  Ashbins  are  emptied  at  regular 
intervals,  Pail  Closets  are  systematically  emptied.  There 
ai'e  three  Cesspools  iu  the  district,  these  are  emptied  at 
regular  intervals. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  day.  Privy  Middens,  Pail 
Closets  and  Cesspools  are  em[)tied  during  the  early  morning. 

The  whole  of  the  contents  of  the  above  is  removed  in 
specially  constructed  carts,  and  deposited  on  low-lying 
giound  at  the  following  tips,  viz.  : — Whndmill  Lane  and 
Vaudry  Lane. 

These  tips  are  in  isolated  districts  and  well  awa}’’  from 
houses.  The  deposits  are  well  soiled  over. 
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House  refuse  is  deiilt  with  iu  a situilar  manner  to  the 
above.

There  are  no  lodging-houses  or  underground  sleeping 
rooms  in  the  district.  At  present  no  need  for  regulations  in 
respect  of  these. 

The  only  offensive  trades  in  the  district  are  three  tripe 
boilers,  their  places  of  business  are  clean  and  well-kept. 


Outworkers  are  principally  employed  iji  the  ti iminiii*' 
of  felt  and  silk  liats. 

Where  infections  disease  lias  occurred  at  an  outworker's 
premises  work  has  been  suspended  during  the  period  (d’ 
infection. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  Requiring"  Notice 

Tlie  present  method  of  killing  in  private  slaugliter- 
hous('S  is  unsatisfactory.  It  is,  to  my  mind,  essential  that 
all  carcases  should  be  examined  immediately  after  slaughter. 
'I’o  do  this  is  almost  impossil)le  where  the  killing  is  done  in 
a number  of  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  district.  During 
the  war  all  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  slaughterhouse 
belonging  to  the  Denton  and  Haughton  Co-operative  Society 
Limited,  Amelia  Street,  Denton.  This  afforded  our  Meat 
Inspector  (Mr.  Brocklehurst)  better  facilities  for  the  detection 
of  unsound  meat.  I thiiik  it  is  quite  essential  that  a Public 
Abattoir  shouhi  be  provi<ied  for  the  district. 

In  my  Report  for  1914  (p.  10,  par.  1),  and  yearly  since, 
I have  recommended  the  ])aving  of  back  passages  (to  prevent 
the  accumulation  of  stagnant  water),  so  far  without  result. 
I again  i)eg  the  Council  to  give  this  matter  consideration. 

Schools 

There  are  in  the  distilct  two  Provided  Schools,  viz.  : — 
The  Russell  Scott  Council  School  and  the  Central  Council 
School. 

Five  Non-Provided  Scliools,  viz.  : — Christ  Church,  C.E. 
School,  Denton  and  Haughton  National  Scliool,  St.  Mary’s 
Roman  Catholic  School,  St.  Mary’s,  C.E.  School,  and  St. 
Anne’s,  C.E.  School. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  in  the  district  is, 
on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 

All  Schools  in  the  distidct  receive  their  water  siq)ply 
from  the  Manchester  Corporation  Mains. 
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Measles  was  piwalent  at  two  schools  during  Apiil,  May 
and  June.  Tliese  schools  were  closed  for  short  periods,  viz  : 
The  Russell  Scott  Council  School  from  2Gtli  April  to  2l8t 
May  inclusive  ; St.  Anne’s  C.E.  School  from  14th  June  to 
25tli  June,  dates  inclusive. 

All  other  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  dealt  with 
according  to  the  directions  contained  in  ‘‘The  Memorandum 
on  Closure  of  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1909.” 

On  receipt  of  a notification  of  a case  of  infectious  disease, 
where  the  child  or  other  member  of  the  family  attends  a 
school,  the  Head  Teacher  is  immediately  informed,  so  that 
he  may  exclude  all  children  coming  from  the  same  household 
until  he  has  had  a certificate  to  sa}'  that  the  house  is  free 
from  infection. 

Leaflets  giving  the  most  prominent  symptoms  and  signs 
of  the  infections  diseases  have  been  supplied  to  all  schools, 
and  the  teachers  have  been  asked  to  exclude  from  school  any 
child  showing  symptoms  suggestive  of  infectious  disease. 

Printed  Post  Cards  are  provided  by  the  Council  and 
suiiplied  to  Head  Teachers,  so  as  to  enable  them  more  easily 
to  notify  the  Health  Department  of  the  occurrence  of  any 
suspicious  case  attending  their  school. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  is  carried  on 
under  the  recpiirements  of  the  “ Education  (Administrative 
Provisions)  Act,  1907,”  and  of  the  ‘‘Code  of  Pegulations  for 
Public  Elementary  Schools  (Articles  58  a and  5)”  by  the 
County  Education  Authority. 

The  School  Nurse  visits  the  schools  and  examines  each 
child.  She  makes  a list  of  all  ailing  children,  which  she 
sends  to  the  central  office.  The  School  Medical  Officer  in 
charge  of  the  sub-district  visits  the  school  and  examines  all 
children  on  the  list,  confers  with  the  parents  and  gives  advice 
when  necessary. 
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A Weekly  Retnni  of  Sickness  in  Schools  is  sent  to  me 
by  tlie  School  Attendance  Oliicer.

With  a view  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases 
amongst  school  children  schools  have  been  frequently  disin- 
fected.

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Food 


(a)  Milk  Supply 


Tl)e  milk  produced  witliiii  or  importeil  into  the  district 
has  been  pure  and  wholesome  in  chai'acter  (one  detected 
exception,  added  water). 

'I'he  quantity  of  milk  has  been  su  licient  to  meet  all 
demands,  but  tlie  price  has  ranged  so  high  that  many 
mothers  liave  been  unable  to  purchase  an  adequate  supply 
of  fresh  milk  for  their  children. 

On  the  17th  September  ten  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
(by  Mr.  A.  0.  Brocklehurst,  Meat  and  Food  Inspector),  and 
submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  C.'ount}^ 
of  Lancastei-, 

Nine  samples  proved  to  be  genuine. 

The  following  are  details  of  the  result  of  his  anal^^sis  of 
the  other  sample  ; — 

I am  of  opinion  that  the  said  sample  contained  the  parts 
as  under  :

and  that  it  contained  added  water. 

Calculating  on  the  basis  of  the  limit  of  8'5  per  cent,  for 
milk  solids  other  than  milk  fat,  fixed  by  the  Sale  of  Milk 
Pegulations,  1901,  the  amount  of  added  water  would  be  15 
per  cent. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  purveyor  of 
milk  from  whom  the  sample  was  obtained. 

The  case  was  heard  at  the  Petty  Sessions  at  Denton,  on 
Friday,  22nd  October. 

Result  : Fined  £5,  and  £4  4s.  Od.  costs,  including 
analyst’s  fee.  Defendant  was  legally  represented. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops  Orders 

Kegulations  under  the  Orders  are  in  force  in  the  district. 
Periodical  inspections  are  made.  They  are,  on  the  whole, 
clean  and  in  fair  order.  A minimum  of  600  cubic  feet  for 
each  cow  is  require^!.  There  are  in  the  district  24  cow- 
keepers  and  38  dairymen  or  milk  purveyors.  All  are  on  the 
Register. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  these  premises  during  the 
year  was  149. 

Ko  arrangement  for  i-egular  Yeterinary  Inspection  of 
dairy  cows  has  been  made,  but  where  considered  necessary, 
a Veterinary  Surgeon  has  been  called  in. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919 

Under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  siqjply  of  milk  free, 
and  at  less  than  cost  price  in  necessitous  cases,  to  expectant 
mothers,  nursing  mothers,  and  to  children  under  five  j’ears 
of  age,  evei-y  precaution  has  been  taken  to  insure  that 
applicants  were  generally  necessitous  cases,  A scale  of 
iiutome  was  fixed,  based  on  the  income  of  the  family  aftei- 
taking  into  account  the  number  of  the  children.  In  no 
single  instance  I am  convinced  has  the  amount  of  milk 
allowed  exceeded  that  specified  in  the  Order. 

The  Order  of  the  Food  Controller  (1st  October,  1919), 
was  immediatelj’^  taken  advantage  of  by  milk  sellers  in  the 
district,  with  the  result  that  the  price  of  milk  was  raised  to 
elevenpence  per  quart  (this  high  price  was  maintained  almost 
throughout  1920  ; also,  there  were  a great  number  of  un- 
employed in  the  district  throughout  the  year.  These  combined 
circumstances  precluded,  through  lack  of  means,  many 
mothers,  expectant  niothers  and  young  children,  from  obtain- 
ing a 8U])ply  of  milk  adequate  to  their  needs. 
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Much  thanks  are  dne  to  the  voluntary  workers  engaged 
in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work,  who  have  not  only 
assisted  in  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  Centre,  but 
who  have  also  maintained  a fund  out  of  which  all  urgent 
necessitous  cases  have  been  helped. 

It  is  with  regret,  I state,  that  through  the  excessive 
number  of  cases  (principal Ij’’  dne  to  the  before-mentioned 
causes)  who  have  been  in  need  of  help,  this  Society  finds 
itself  in  financial  difficulties.

During  1918-19,  through  the  various  Orders  [The  Milk 
(Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1918,  Circular  23,  Supply  of 
Milk  for  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  for  Infants  ; 
The  Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919,  Circular  Go, 
Supply  of  Milk  for  Ex[)ectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and 
Children  under  Five  ; Circular  138,  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  whereby  the  Ministr}'^  of  Health  urge  Local 
Authorities  to  render  financial  assistance  to  voluntary 
agencies  engaged  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work], 
every  encouragement  was  given  to  a judicious  expenditure 
to  Siifeguard  the  welfare  of  child  life,  and  any  “economy 
stunt  ” proposed  against  reasomil)le  expenditure  in  this 
direction,  is,  in  truth,  false  economy. 

(A)  Meat 

(i)  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  holds  the  Certificate 
for  Meat  Inspection,  makes  systematic  inspections  of  the 
slaughterhouses,  231  inspections  of  these  premises  were 
made  during  the  year.  There  are  in  the  district  ten 
slaughterhouses,  lour  of  which  are  registered,  and  six 
licensed.  The  condition  of  slaughteihouses  is  fairly  satis- 
factory.

(ii.)  The  ]\Ieat  Inspector  frequently  visits  and  inspects 
each  slaughterhouse  in  the  district,  but  this  can  readily  he 
seen  to  be  most  unsatisfactoiy,  since  there  are  ten  slaughter- 
houses scattered  in  different  {)arts  of  the  district,  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  keep  a satisfactory  look-out  for  diseased  meat. 
'J'he  Inspector  of  Meat  should  have  the  o|q)ortunity  of 
examining  every  carcase  at  the  time  of  slaughter  ; this  could 
only  be  possible  if  all  slaughtering  was  done  at  one  centre. 

A Public  Abattoir  is  the  only  satisfactoiT  solution. 

(iii.)  All  the  above  meat  was  surrendereii  ; no  legal 
action  was  taken. 

(iv)  Number  of  carcases  and  parts  of  carcases  condem- 
ned for  tuberculosis  : Three  carcases  (and  all  the  organs  of 
same),  16cwt.,  Iqr.  Seven  carcases  of  animals  affected  with 
localised  tuberculosis  were  stripped,  i.e.,  lining  of  chest  and 
stomachic  walls  were  strippeil  away.

At  the  same  time  all  reasonable  precautions  are  taken  to 
isolate  the  cases  as  far  as  possible  in  their  own  homes,  and 
on  recovery  the  house  is  disinfected. 

The  home  method  of  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  has 
now  been  employed  in  the  district  for  the  past  six-and-a-half 
years,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Only  for  some  special  reason  is  a case  removed  to 
hospital,  e.g.^  want  of  convenience  for  isolation,  overcrowd- 
ing, or  where  the  mother  is  expecting,  &c.

No  notifications  therefore  have  been  received  during  the 
year  of  either  disease.  The  School  Attetidance  Officer’s 
weekly  return  of  new  cases  of  sickness  amongst  school 
children  state  172  cttses.  Th<«se  lists  do  not  take  into  account 
those  cases  occurring  in  children  under  school  age,  the  years 
of  life  in  which  the  case  mortality  is  highest. 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  second  quarter  of  the 
year,  especially  amongst  the  infants  at  two  schools  in  the 
district.  With  a view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease 


the  Infant  Department  of  Russell  Scott  Council  School 
was  closed  from  tlie  26th  day  of  April  to  the  21st  day  of 
May,  and  St.  Anne’s  C.E.  School  from  the  14th  day  of  Jm  ^ 
to  the  25111  day  of  June,  dates  inclusive.  Individual  cases  at 
other  scdiools  were  dealt  with  by  exclusion.  There  were 
four  deaths  from  Measles,  which  gives  a death-rate  of  0‘22 
per  1000  population.  The  death-rate  for  ICngland  and  Wales 
was  0-TJ.

A coj)y  of  Rtdes  on  the  different  infectious  diseases 
extracted  from  “Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and  Exclusion 
from  School,  1909,”  has  been  supplied  to  each  head  teacher, 
and  his  co-operation  invited. 

In  Circular  35  (Measles  and  German  IMeasles)  issued  by 
the  Ministry'  of  Health,  mention  is  made  of  the  principal 
ways  in  which  local  action  can  be  taken  to  combat  the 
mortality  from  Measles,  viz.  : — Instruction  to  Parents  and 
Guardians,  Health  Visiting,  Nursing  Provision,  j\Ie<lical 
Assistance,  Inslitutional  Ti-eatment,  After-Care  and  Measles 
in  Institutions. 

Stress  is  laid  on  the  importance  of  nursing  provisions. 

Under  the  provisions  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
the  IMinistry  is  ])re])ared  to  grant  50%  of  all  expenses  incurred 
under  an  approved  scheme  for  any  part  or  all  of  the  above 
work. 


Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  (under  Two  years)

The  disease  not  being  notifiable  in  the  district,  no 
definite  estimate  can  be  formed  of  the  nnmljiBr  of  children 
who  have  suffered  from  the  disease. 

The  weekly  returns  from  the  School  Attendance  Officer 
state  94  cases.  The  cases  occurred  almost  regularly  each 
month  during  the  year,  except  in  April  and  Ma}^  in  which 
no  case  was  mentioned. 

There  were  three  deaths. 

The  death-rate  was  0-16.  That  for  England  and  Wales

Chicken  Pox 

Chicken  Pox  was  prevalent  during  the  latter  nine  months 
of  the  year  especiall}'  during  the  second  quarter.  One 
hundred  and  eighty-two  cases  are  mentioned  in  the  lists  sent 
l)y  the  School  Attendonce  Officer. 

Mumps 

Mumps  occurred  principall}^  dui-ing  the  last  six  months 
of  the  year.  Fifty-two  cases  are  mentioned  in  the  School 
Attendance  Officer’s  returns. 

Puerperal  Fever 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  but  amongst  the 
transferrable  deaths  there  is  one  case  recorded  from  St. 
Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester.  The  cause  of  death  as  certified 
was  Distochia,  due  to  Hydrocephalic  Chihl,  Puerperal  Fever.

The  County  Inspector  of  IMidwives  has  jnade  ])eiiodic 
vihits  to  their  lioines,  and  in  eacli  case  of  0})hthalinia 
Neonatorum  notified  to  the  Count}^  ]\redical  Officer  ol  Health 
the  Ins])eclor  has  specially  visited  the  midwife  who  has  been 
in  atteinlance  at  the  birth. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

Kleven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  nine  cases  the  previous  year,  one  in  1918,  five  in  1917, 
one  in  1910,  live  in  1915,  and  six  in  1914. 

Seven  cases  were  treated  at  the  Royal  Eye  Hospital, 
Manchester  (si.x  at  the  external  departments  and  one  in- 
patient). All  the  cases  have  been  kept  under  obsei-vation  by 
the  Health  Visitor;  nine  lecovered  with  gooil  sight  in  both 
eyes  ; one  died,  and  one  left  the  tlistrict. 

Tuberculosis 

Sixteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tul)eiculosis  were  notified.

Location  of  the  diease  : Hip  joint  1,  pleui’a  1,  abscesses 
on  chest,  legs,  elbow  and  back  1,  shin  1,  testicles  1,  glands  of 
neck  3,  skin  1. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculo- 
sis, as  agaigst  three  in  the  previous  year,  four  in  1918,  four 
in  1917,  two  in  1916,  and  one  in  1915. 

A weekly  return  of  all  cases  notified  is  forwarded  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  A nurse  then  visits  the 
home  of  each  case  notified.  A full  recoial  of  envit onmental 
conditions  is  sent  to  me,  and  any  insanitary  or  other  matters 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  patient  or  other  occupant  has 
the  immediate  attention  of  the  Health  Department. 


Rooms  Hfe  (lisiiitVctecl  where  thought  iiecessar}^  and  in  all 
cases  after  death  or  removal  of  a patient  the  house  istliorougbly 
disinfected  before  a fresh  tenant  is  alloweil  to  occupy  it. 

During  the  year  seventeen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis were  admitted  into  Sanatoria,  and  two  cases  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary. 
Twenty  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonai’y 
tuberculosis  were  discharged  after  having  received  A pei-iod 
of  institutional  treatment.  A rei)ort  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  institution  on  the  condition  of  the  patient  on  discharge 
is  furnished  to  me  through  the  Central  Tuljerculos  Medical 
Officer. 

Summarised  these  reports  are  as  follows  : 

Improved  9,  arrested  2,  worse  1,  in  statu  cpio  2,  quiescent  1, 
Five  died  in  Sanatoria. 

In  the  non-pulmonary  case,  result  : good,  condition  re- 
lieved. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  notified  the  disease  is  too  ad- 
vanced to  expect  more  than  temporary  relief  fi’om  any  form 
of  treatment.  The  fault  in  a number  of  cases  lies  with  the 
patient  himself,  in  not  seeking  medical  attention  earliei-. 

After  discharge  from  Sanatoria  ])atients  are  invited  to 
attend  the  Tubei’culos  Dispensary,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  for 
observation  purposes  and,  where  considered  necessary,  special 
nourishments  are  provided  for.  In  cases  where  the  patients 
are  too  ill  to  attend  at  the  Disi>ensary  they  are  visited  at  their 
own  homes.  'ihe  advantages  offered  at  this  institution  are 
now  more  readily  accepted  than  heretofore,  a number  of 
cases  attend  regularly. 

The  after  care  has  never  had  the  attention  vvhich  it 
ought  to  have.  Many  cases  which  benefited  by  a course  of 
institutional  treatment  have  in  a year  or  two  lapsed  back 
into  their  old  condition  through  being  compelled  by  lack  of 
means  to  resume  occupations  which  they  are  unfit  to  do. 
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The  Council  provides  for  free  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  sputum  in  all  cases. 

Fifteen  specimens  were  submitted  to  Professor  Delepine 
for  examination.  Four  positive  and  eleven  negative. 

Disinfectants  and  Izal  handkerchiefs  are  supplied  free. 

Printed  instructions  to  pei-sons  suffering  from  Consump- 
tion are  left  with  each  patient. 

Admonitary  cai-ds  in  reference  to  spitting,  etc.,  are  dis- 
played in  factories,  workshops,  and  public  institutions.

Venereal  Diseases, 

In  Maj^  1920,  the  Lancashire  County  Council  issued 
their  Revised  Scheme  for  the  Prevention  and  Treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases. 

The  scheme  includes  the  following  arrangements  : 

(1)  for  enabling  any  medical  practitioner  in  the  area  of 
the  County  Council  to  obtain,  at  the  cost  of  the  County 
Council,  a scientific  report  on  any  material  which  the  medical 
practitioner  may  submit  from  a patient  suspected  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  venereal  disease. 

(2)  for  the  treatment,  etc.,  in  hospitals  or  other  institu- 
tions of  persons  suffering  from  venereal  disease,  and 

(3)  for  supplying  medical  practitioners  with  Salvarsan, 
or  its  ai)proved  substitutes,  for  the  treatment  and  prevention 
of  venereal  diseases. 
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The  facilities  luentioiiecl,  l>t)th  for  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment, are  available  to  registered  medical  practitioners  with- 
out charge  to  them  or  their  patients. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  any  medical 
practitioner  will  be  supplied  gratuitously  with  the  necessary 
outfit  for  collecting  material  for  examination  from  persons 
suspected  to  be  suffering  from  venereal  disease  and  a scien- 
tific report  furnished. 

The  Laboratories  available  for  such  examinations  are  : 
Manchester — The  University  of  Manchester,  Pathological 
Department,  Oxford  Road(Piof.  Dean) ; also.  The  University 
of  Liverpool,  Bacteriological  Department,  Johnston  Labora- 
tories, and  the  Borough  Health  Department,  Burnley. 

Treatment  Centres  or  Clinics  : The  County  Council  have 
made  arrangements  with  a number  of  Institutions.

Influenza. 

There  has  been  no  serious  outbreak  of  this  disease  during 
the  year.  A few  cases  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
but  these  were  of  a comparatively  mild  type.  There  was 
one  death  from  influenza.  The  death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  0’28 

On  the  20th  Deceml^ei-,  1919,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
issued  a Circular-letter  and  a revised  Memorandum  on  the 
Prevention  of  Influenza,  fear  being  entertained  that  the 
country  might  lie  swept  by  another  wave  of  Influenza. 

The  disease  was  re])oi'ted  pi'evalent  in  the  United  States 
and  elsewhere,  and  that  it  might  be  introduced  hy  people 
arriving  from  abroad  or  to  the  indejieiident  development  of 
the  epidemic  from  the  Influenza  usually-  present. 

On  the  27th  Jainiary,  1920,  the  Chief  j\Iedical  Ollicer  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  an  Emergency  Leaflet,  in 
which  the  following  points  are  dealt  with  : — Prevention, 
Cure,  Persons  Nursing  Influenza,  Employers  and  Local 
Authorities. 

Under  the  last  heading  Sanitary  Authorities  are  urged 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  consider  in  advance  of  an 
epideniic  the  proceduie  advised  in  the  Alemorandum  on  the 
Prevention  of  Influenza  issued  in  December,  .1919,  especially: 
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(I)  Immediate  a])poiiitment  of  an  Emergency  ('om- 
mittee. 

{2)  A sclieme  for  co-operation  with  medical  prac- 
titioners and  voluntary  health  workers. 

(h)  Provision  of  nursing. 

(4)  Sub-division  of  tlie  district  for  anti-influenza  work. 

(o)  Provision  of  home  helps. 

(G)  The  utilisation  of  the  Local  Authority’s  staff. 

(7)  Emergency  hospital  provision. 

(8)  The  prevention  or  mitigation  of  overcrowding, 

especially  in  public  vehicles,  ttc. 

My  Council  had  4000  handbills  printed  on  the  lines 
indicated  by  the  Chief  IMedical  Officer  in  his  Emergency 
Letiflet,  a suitable  quantity  was  sent  to  the  head-master  of 
etich  school  in  the  district,  with  a request  that  he  would  call 
particular  attention  to  the  contents  of  the  handbill  and 
distribute  the  copies  sent  to  him  to  the  scholars,  and  ask 
them  to  tal^'  same  home.  Supplies  of  the  handbill  were 
aho  sent  to  the  prii\cii)al  works  in  the  district. 

Pneumonia 

Pneumonia  was  made  notifiable  under  the  Regulations  of 
the  7th  January,  1019. 

4’wenty-five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
against  thirty-two  cases  during  the  ten  months  of  1919  that 
the  Regulations  were  in  force. 

There  were  twelve  deaths  as  against  tweiRy^-five  deaths 
in  the  preceding  year,  and  twenty-eight  deaths  in  1918. 

4’he  death-rate  was  0'67  per  1000  of  the  population  as 
against  PI  per  1000  in  the  preceding  year. 

I’he  deaths  of  females  (7)  exceed  those  of  males  (o)  by 

two. 
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Malaria 

One  case  was  notified  (a  recurring  case,  contracted 
a1)i'oad)  as  against  twelve  cases  in  1919. 

There  was  one  death. 

In  some  the  disease  is  most  intractal)le,  several  of  the 
cases  notified  in  1919  are  still  uncureil. 

Dysentery  and  Trench  Fever 

No  notification  of  either  disease  lias  i)eeu  receivtnl. 

Encephalitis  Lethargfica 

No  known  case  has  occurred  in  the  district.  Thi‘ough 
the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Thomson,  Medical  Olficer  of  the  neigh- 
bouring town  of  Hyde,  particulars  of  two  cases  wliich 
occurred  in  his  district,  were  furnished  to  me. 

The  information  enabled  me  to  keej)  a look-out  in  my 
own  distiict.  Many  residents  in  Denton  find  employment 
in  Hyd^.  ^ 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Case  I.  Feiiiale  age  eleven  years.  Onset  18.1.2(1.  Ue- 
cept  of  notification  26.1.20. 

No  liistory  of  source  of  infection  could  be  ascertained. 
Cose  removed  to  Hyde  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  26.1.20. 
House  thoroughly  disinfected.  Five  contacts  isolated. 
Cerebro-sjiinal  fluid  examined  by  Professor  Delepine. 
Kesnlt : jiositive.  No  bacteriological  examination  of  con- 
tacts. None  of  the  contacts  developed  the  disease.  The 
case  ntade  a good  recovery. 

Case  11.  Male  age  seven  years.  Onset  4.9.20.  Receipt 
of  notification  10.9.20.  Source  of  infection  could  not  be 
ascertained.  Removeil  to  Hyde  Borough  Infections  Disease 
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Hospital  10.9.20.  House  and  clothing  tlioroughl}'  disinfected. 
Childi'en  fi'om  the'  same  house  excluded  from  school  for 
three  weeks  ; other  contacts  isolated, 

No  bacteriological  examination  of  case  or  of  eontacts.> 

The  child  died  in  hospital  on  22.9.20.  The  cause  of 
death  as  certified  was  Tubercular  Meningitis. 

Lousiness  and  Itch 

Cases  of  Scabies  occurred'  throughoui.  the. year,  but  were 
not  so  prevalent  as  in  1919.  School  teachers  have  fieeii  asked 
to  exchnle  children  sujffering  from  the  disease.-  Instructions 
were  given  to  those  discovered  to  be  suffering. 

Ringr  Worm 

This  disease  was  faii  ly  prevalent  amongst  school  children. 
'I'he  weekly  lists  furnishecl  by  the  School  Attendance  Officer 
state  56  cases.  These  would  be  most  probably  the  severe 
cases  who  were  absent  from  school.  Many  of  the  milder 
cases  are  pei^mitted  by  some  teachers  to  attend  school. 

A Steam  Disinfector  has  now  been' [iurcha.sed,  but  has 
not  yet  been  erected.  A suitable  site  is  being  considered^ 
and  when  fixed  it  will  supply  a much-needed  want.

Anti-Toxin  for  Prophylactic  Treatment  of  TetariuS 

All  medical  practitioners  practising  in  the  district  have 
lieen  advised  of  the  stocks  of  serum  and  where  it  could  be 
obtained  and  a copy  of  the  Circular  and  Memorandum 
supplied  to'  each. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 

'The  Inspector  of  Meat  (Mr.  Brocklehurst)  has  exei'cised' 
the  strictest  vigilence  in  the  supervision  of  slaughterhouses' 
and  places  where  meat  is  deposited,  prepared  or  exposed  for 
sale,  and  of  cattle  at  the  different  farms  in  the  district. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
A (-entre  was  opeue*!  in  A iii^ast,  191  7.  'I'ha  building  is 
in  -Market  Street,  in  elose  j)r()ximity  to  the  d'own  Hall.  It  is 
centrally  situated,  and  is  convaujient  for  all  parts  of  the 
district. 

'I'he  acconiiiiodatioii  at  the  Centre  consists  of  a fairly 
large  coinniittee-rooin,  which  also  serves  as  a waiting-rooni  : 
a second  room  used  for  weighing  babies  and  for  consulta- 
tions, and  :i  third  room  containing  lavatory  and  w.c. 
accommodation. 

The  accojumodation  is  inadequate  for  carrying  on  the 
work  satisfactorily. 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  for  the  provision  of  a 
Creche  and  Maternity  Beds  ; also  for  larger  and  more  con- 
venient premises,  but  ow^ng  to  bad  trade  and  unemi)loyment 
in  the  district  and  the  growing  demand  for  economy,  it  is 
at  present  considered  unwise  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

The  Centre  is  o})en  each  Monday  from  2 to  5 p.m. 

The  Medical  Officer  attends  at  the  Centre  each  Monday 

at  3-ao. 

A card  index  system  has  l)een  adopted  and  a record  of 
each  case  is  kept. 

Tlirough  lack  of  convenience  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
give  lectures  or  talks  with  the  mothers  collectively  on  the 
educiitional  siile  of  ]\Iaternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Both  the  nurse  and  inysef  have  made  it  a special  point 
to  discuss  with  each  mother  individually  on  all  matters  re- 
lating to  her  health  during  pregnancy  and  after  childbirth, 
and  wheitever  necessary  on  the  healtli  and  upbringing  of  her 
children. 

'I'he  im[)ortance  of  breast  feeding,  se})arate  cot  for  the 
bal)y  to  sleep  in,  open  wimlows  fresh  air,  dangers  attending 
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the  vise  of  (liiiiimy  teats,  clothin"  t’ov  tialiy,  and,  whenever 
artificial  feeding  is  necessary,  the  kind  of  food,  intervals 
between  feeding,,  anionnt  of  food  Cor  each  meal,  etc.,  are 
discussed. 

In  these  personal  talks  with  the  mother  one  is  almost 
assured  of  a sympathetic  hearing,  since  the  matter  diccnssed 
has  a direct  bearing  on  herself  and  that  of  her  child. 

]\Iidwives  are  invited  to  attend  at  the  Centre  and  liring 
their  patients.  Some  have  done  so,  but  not  all. 

Mid  wives  practising  in  the  distinct:  trained  2,  untrained  4^ 

Voluntary  workers  have  done  good  service  in  not  only 
assisting  in  the  conduct  and  management  oC  the  Centre,  but 
also  have  maintained  a fund  out  of  which  all  urgent 
necessitous  cases  have  been  helped. 

Through  uiieraplojnnent  in  the  district,  and  the  high 
price  of  milk,  etc.,  the  number  of  cases  in  need  of  help  has 
increased,  the  drain  on  their  resources  has  been  great.  The 
result  is,  I regret  to  state,  that  they  now  find  themselves  in 
financial  difficulty.

Chemical  and  Bacteriolog-ical  Work  during-  the  Year

The  meat  is  in  a condition  which  is 
generally  termed  “ fevered,”  and  there  is  sufficient  ground 
for  condemning  the  carcase. 

Housing 

(I)  General  Housing  Conditions  in  the  District— 

(1)  Houses  in  the  district  are  mostly  of  four  and  six  room 
type,  some  ai’e  provided  with  baths.  On  the  whole 
they  are  in  a fairly  sanitary  condition. 

(2)  — (a)  According  to  the  survey  (Oct.  1919)  thei’e  appeared 

to  be  a shortage  of  500  houses,  but  the  Housing  Com- 
missioner, authorised  by  the  ^linister  of  Health,  gave 
provisional  approval  to  a scheme  for  100  houses  as  an 
instalment  of  a com})lete  scheme. 

(5)  d'he  Council  submitted  a lay-out  plan  for  one 
hundretl  and  eleven  houses  on  the  Haughlon  Hall 
Estate,  and  this  was  approved  by  the  INIinisti’y  of 
Health  on  the  30th  September,  1920,  subject  to  the 
estimate  of  cost  of  streets  and  sewers  being  satisfactory. 

Flans  of  24  houses  were  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  19th  day  of  October,  1920, 
subject  to  the  specification  of  materials  and  construction  and 
to  the  cost  being  satisfactory.

Refuse  is  carted  to  tips  situated  in  low-lying  ground  well 
away  from  houses.  Deposits  are  w’ell  soiled  over.

During  the  year  32  privy  closets  were  abolished  and  31 
fresh  water  closeis  substituted.
